John Millar detailed the circumstances of the 
robbery. He was working in Marsh’s yard, at 
the Bridge Hotel, and laid his coat on a chair 
close to the door of a room in which prisoner was 
lying on a sofa. While he went to the bar with 
some others for a drink, he left the coat lying, 
and when he came hack, he noticed that the 
coat bad apparently been dis'urhed. On exam- 
ining it, he found the pocket- book gone. When, 
on the 19th, Sergeant Cassels showed him nug- 
gets he had takeu from the prisoner, JJillnr re- 
cognised them as hie, and swore very positively 
to them, and the specimens. He could nut 
swear to any of the other property found, which 
did not include the pocket-book or the IOC. 

Mr Johnston subjected this witness to a ligo- 
roue oroBS-examination as to his ability to swear 
to the nuggets ; but could only succeed in elicit- 
ing a more thorough and positive identification 
of them as his propei Ly, they having been ob- 
tained by him while mining at the Fraser River 
six or seven years ago. 

John Marsh then gave evidence. The most 
important portion of it was that referring to the 
prisoner having dropped the b.ag with the nug- 
gets when called by the Sergeant When Marsh 
told t.'assels, all three went back to the spot, and 
prisoner Said, “ That’s mine ; it's a bag with 
some gold I have dropped.” 

In cross-examining this witness, Mr Johnston 
questioned him as to whether the hag wat 
dropped purposely, or if it fell from a mack.ntosh 
coat prisoner had over his arm. The witness 
was perfectly certain the bag dropped on the 
tight side of the prisoner, but was not prepared 
to swear positively over which arm the coat was 
hanging, although he “ honestly belived” it was 
the left arm. 

Sergeant Cassels gave evidence of the capture 
and searching of the accused. When he was 
first told of the robbery, he searched the priso- 
ner, and ' found £26 in notes, hut no nuggets, 
Millar could not identify the notes, and there- 
fore he "released the prisoner. On the 19th. he 
saw prisoner leaving Cromwell, and called to 
him,- *' I want to apeak to you ; come np the 
street." The prisoner at once came back, and 
Mr Marsh then drew the Sergeant’s attention tu 
the bag dropped by him. Mr Millar iileiitilied 
the nuggets in it,, and then the prisoner was 
placed under arrest. A fourpeuny piece, also, 
was found among his silver. 

Mr Johnston, in addressing the Bench on be- 
half of the prisoner, sshtnitted the information 
must be dismissed in Mo: There was no shadow 
of e.yicjence connecting prisoner wi:h anything 
hut tbe nuggets .and specimens ; and no shadow 
of evidence to cuimect him with the pussessicn 
of these on the 5th, or until the 19th. It was 
only reasonable to suppose that in a mining dis- 
trict, such things changed hands frequently ; 
but, at any rate,, the possession of them by the 
prisoner was not so recent that he should be 
called oa to account for it 'I'lio onduct of the 
prisoner w.rs certainly not that of a guilty per- 
son, .He remained in Cromwell umst of the 
time between the 5th and the 19 h, AVhen Ser- 
geant Cassels cdled him as he was leivingCrom- 
well|-lie actually came back and met the -Ser- 
ge.ant ; did not attempt to go on, nor did he even 
stand atil), but acted without .any fear such as a 
guilty raau would be expected to show ; autl he 
at Once admitted ownership of the bag he had 
dropped. In no way hail .a case been made out 
ai'ainst the prisoner, except as regarded theideu- 
tiheatinn by Millar of lost projicrty ; and the 
possession of it by prisoner at a date n fortnight 
from the robbery left it non-requisite for him to 
account for such possession. 

The bench said, notwithstanding the nb'e 
manner in which accused's cminscl had mldressed 
them on prisoner’s behiilf, they were of opinion 
a prima facie case had been esta'uHshod ; tha 
ill en till ration of the nut-gets by Millar was ao 
complete, they were justified in sending prisoner 
for committal: The point rois-M by Mr Juhii- 
ston as. to the fortnight’s lapse of time wmdd 
dnubtieis have considerable weight with a jury, 
but it could not weigh with them to such an 
extent as to allow of the prisoner's acquittal. 

The prisoner was therefore ooiumitted to take 
his trial at the Supreme Court in Diuiedin, re- 
serving anything he might have to s.ty in defence 
uutil that time.

l am sorry to have to admit that it is my 
belief ' a dispute did occur between two wo- 
men, which was not settled without recourse 
to ihs weapons which Nature furnishes.

PhilHppi (appellant) v. Felton (respondent!. — 
"Mr W. Johnston for appellant; and Mr F. J. 
Wilson for respondent. 

This w.as an appeal against the decision of Mr 
Warden Simpson, in a ease of trespass, heard in 
the Warden’s Court, Clyde, and wherein dam- 
ages were awarded the now respondent. 

There were five grounds of appeal ; however, 
three only wero contested 1. That the original 
anramons' was informal, and the decision against 
law ; 2. That the now respondent had no title 
to th'e ground j 3. That the Warden had no ju- 
risdiction.' ■ 

The facts of the original case, which have been 
previously published, we give in a condensed 
form for the benefit of our readers, and are as 
follows : — In 1866, Felton applied to the Warden 
at Cromwell for an area of fourteen acres on 
Prospect Flat, Clyde and Cromwell road, under 
the agricultural Lease Regulations, and having 
complied with these regulations by posting 
notices and marking it out indue form, obtained 
a certificate, the Warden (Mr H. Stratford) at 
the time saying that he would recommend the 
Government to grant it. After a time the War- 
den told him ( Felton) that the consent of the 
runhnlder mu«t be obtained, and that he woul 1 
write to Mr M ‘Lean about it. Just at this time 
Mr Stratferd was removed, .and Mr Robinson 
took the position, who, on having the matter re- 
ferred to him, saiil he would see that the appli- 
cation was granted. Things were left , in this 
condition until Mr Pyko succeeded Mr Robinson, 
and he promised to bring the matter before the 
Government, in the meantime the consent of the 
ninholiier having been obtained. After the 
lapse of a few months, his Honor the Superin- 
tendent, ,and Mr Bastings, the then Secretary 
for the Goldfields, whilst on a' tonr through the 
goldfields, had the matter brought under their 
motice, and they said it should he made right ; 
bowever, a dissolution shortly after taking place, 
nothing 'was done, and Felton w, as left in exactly 
the same position as when he first obtained his 
certificate and paid his deposit, until the now 
appellant, Phillipi, entered within the fences of 
the ground and was guilty of the trespass, the 
nceasiou of the action which was the forerunner 
• of the present appeal. During the evidence, it 
■was elicited that a previous trespass had been 
iiiiade by Phillipi, for which he was mulcted in 
.damages in the Resident Magistrate’s Court. 

After' argument at considerable length by 
counsel on both sides had been heard. His Honor 
said he would reserve judgment . — Bunstan 
Timet,

Now, if anything could have arouaed- the 
sleeping energies of a Board, we should have 
supposed that an appalling disaster, such as 
swept 6ver Cromwell last su miner, would 
have had that effect. Hardly a house in' 
which there was not one dead, but faintly ex- 
presses the extent of that disaster. Never 
was a plague more clearly traced to its proper 
cause. , Dr Ooughtrey’s report said as plainly 
as words could say it, If you want to live 
you must cleanse yourselves.- We make every 
allowance for the unwillingness of a represen- 
tative body to enter upon any undertaking 
that must entail increased, largely increased, 
expenditure upon its constituents and their 
successors. The magnitude of the evil, how- 
ever, is such, that we think no body of men 
are justified in acting as representatives at 
all, unless they were able to carry out the 
needful reform. Your money or your life, is 
the demand ; if the inhabitants of Cromwell 
really prefer to risk their life, it is a question 
whether a higher authority should not step 
in and protect them against their own indo- 
lence. “ The old guard dies, but never sur- 
renders,” is a capital motto for a regiment ; 
but the CroraweUians have translated it into 
“ dirty Cromwell dies, but never washes it- 
self.” Judging by the fabulous accounts of 
gold recovered from the rich refefs of Crom- 
well, we cannot suppose that any lack of funds 
can cause the delay we note. There must be 
iirely money circulating in the place enough 
to render it possible to get the sum required 
to avert a pestilence. What that sum is, 
we do not know ; but whatever it is, we must 
tel! the people there they ought to find it. 
If they are too poor, they had better levy 
on the rest of the community, by means' of a 
subscription list or art union, or some other 
swindle. We have known such efforts made 
for many less ■worthy objects. There is 
plenty of philanthropic spirit left in the Pro- 
vince to prevent the unfortunate inhabitants 
of Cromwell from dying iu, and because of, 
their poverty. 

We are not speaking one moment too soon. 
It is eight months or so now_ since last the 
the fever made its first appearance in the 
place, and a warm spring might at any time 
hurry up the enemy’s movements. We do 
not care again to catalogue the unmentionable 
abominations which are duly recorded in the 
report of Dr Coughtrey. Those who are curi- 
ous Upon the point had better refer to the 
document, and learn there with surprise how 
very dirty ' negligence may make a young 
town. If the answer of the Town Council be 
that they are taking steps, and that tliey will 
be ready in lots of time, our answer is, in the 
words of him to whom they owe their name 
— “ We beseech you, believe that you may 
be mistaken." We are not sanguine of any 
timely reform now. No doubt the Cromwel- 
lians have made up their minds to chance it, 
but if the fever makes its appearance again 
this year hanging will be all too good for th e 
Town Council.

on his arrival in London for doing so. Stil-' 
. livan was also recognised by a sailor on hoard., 
hot this cirenmatanee was not known, ,til! at 
the close of the 'voyage. This .sailor had been 
imprisoned in Bnnediri Gaol for some weeks 
for deserting hi.s vessel at Port' Chalmers. 
.On acconnt of either threats or promises from 
t^nlliyan. lie„said nothing flbont.the identifi- 
cation .till after !?ntliv:in had landed in Lon- 
don. ■ Several, times during the voy.-ige.the 
. passengers and crea^were almost in ii state of 
mniiny at- Sullivan being at large, tljev hav 
,ing no doubt on the point that he was, the 
Kelson- murderer. Sullivan's denials did not 
' shake their belief on this point, and opinions 
■ not very complimentnrv were exnressed as to 
timidity and vacillation in pot taking him 
; into custody, However, though not placed 
, under arrest, a rigid surveillance was kept 
over him, and the captain seems to have done 
all he could consistently with not exposing 
himself to an action at law. '. On arrival at 
, PenZ,anoe, Cornwall, .where the pilot boat in 
tercopts homeward bniihd vessels, .a number 
of passengers left the. vesserhvtraib fnrLouy 
don. .staving in thatcitv till tlie arrival of the 
Hindnstan in the docks with their luggage. 
Sullivan wanted to he, landed at. Penzance 
— saying that ho should he allowed to do .as 
the other passengers 'had drpne. The captain 
refused. , Sullivan demanded as a right to be 
landed, saying that he was a free subject, 
and threatened the captain with prosecution 
for illegally detaining him. The'cantain, no 
doubt stnng by the way in which he had been 
talked to bv the passengers on fhe vov, age.

We commit the great error of plupglng 
into ice water every morning, then Scrub ill 
the skin off with a horsehair brush or a coarse 
hoard towel'j'Bit -down- to breakfast of oat 
meal sawdust f dine-. off a tablespOonful of 
wheat and; two. berries, am} make^ a^supper 
on catnip tea, then' be' put through a Russian 
b'ith of five hundred ' degrees!; sleep under 
an.bp^n windepv .when ■ the thermometer is at 
zero ; wear long hair'; dress tlie women in 
pantaloons make all bur property oveV' to 
them, ,'then sit down .in the kitchen ^corner 
and nurse the baby, and when it is asleep, 
wash up the tea things, and go to bed at 9 
o’clock-to- he: out of the way.. . What .will 
become of us tnen 1 Surely we have fallen 
oh evil times. ' A better and truer ' mode of 
life is tq -.have; plenty , of nourishment and 
strength, and as much of it as yon want. 
The idea of getting up from the table hungry 
is unnatural, absurd; and hurtful— quite a.s 
much so as. getting up in the morning before 
you sleep it out, on the mischievona principle 
that “ early to rise,: makes a man healthy, 
wealthy, and wise.” Early rising, in civil- 
ised society, alwavs tends to shorten life. 
Many a farmer's bov has been made an in- 
valid ftir life by being made to get up at day- 
light, before .his sleep was out. Many a 
young girl has been stunted in body and mind 
and constitution by being made (o get up be- 
fore the system has had its full rest. All 
who are growing, all .who work hard, and all 
weakly persons should not get up until they 
feel as if tbey.woiild be more comfortable to 
get up than to remain in bed ; that is the 
only true measure of sufficiency of rest and 
sleep. . Any one who nets up in the morning 
feeling as if he “ would.give anything in the 
world” to remain in bed a while longer, does 
violence to his own nature, and will alw.iys 
suffer from it — not iminediatnly, it may be, 
but certainly in later years, by the cumnl.a- 
tive ill effects of the most nn-w^isa practice. 
In any given case,. the person who gets up in 
the morning before he is fully rested will lack 
just as much of the energy requisite for the 
day’s pursuit; As a people we do not get 
enough .sleep, we do not get enough rest, we 
will not take time for these things ; hence 
onV nervousness,' our I instability, oiir hasty 
temper, and the premature giving out of the 
stamina of life.-- Half of ns are old at three- 
score, the very time when a man might he in 
his mental,, moral, and plirsical prime. Half 
of dur wives, especially in the farming dis- 
tricts,- die long before their time, because 
they do not get rest and sleep prop'irtioned 
to their labour. Kind times out of ton, it 
w^ould be better for all parties if the farmer 
should get up and .light the fire and urepare 
the breakfast for his wife, she conjing directly 
from the toilet to the breakfast table, because 
it almost always happens that she has to re- 
maii) lip to set things right long after the 
husband has gone to bed. , This is a. mon- 
strously cruel imposition on . wives- and 
mothers.'-^ J/aTs Journdl of Health.
